Eduard Benes, co-founder of 


Czechoslovakia

The president says there will be 
no -war because "there is no 
money," 
but Benes says the 


chances are fifty-fifty. 
That was his own expression. 


The little man who has mads his 
foreign ministry more important 
in the councils of Europe 
than 


the ministries 
of much larger 
states, 
waggled 
an 
energetic 


thumb as he sat at his desk, an 
hour before train time for one of 
his periodic dashes to an allied 
capital-. He wore a. brown sweater 
vest, and he had a million things 
to do, and generals waited in the 
ante-room, but he smiled, said he 
had plenty of time, and in thirty 
minutes summarized his view of 
Europe's future. One felt it was 
his real view.

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W ashingto n’s Natio nalism 
W 
ASHINGTON was referred to 
as “Father o f His Co untry” in 
a German almanac printed at Lan­ 
caster. Pa., in the latter part o f 
1779. 
It was, 
perhaps 
the first 
ascriptio n o f that title to him. Its 
first use in English seems to have 
been made by 
the 
Pennsylvania 
“Packet,” in Philadelphia, 10 years 
later and after Washingto n was 
elected president. 
In America the 
term was familiar, having been ap­ 
plied to Geo rge II. Geo rge III and 
Go verno r Winthro p. 
Being so familiar, it may seem 
strange that it was no t applied to 
Washingto n until 
the 
Revo lutio n 
was nearly fo ur and a, half years 
o ld * 
and then in Germany. Per­ 
haps it was because 
the 
wo rd 
“co untry” had taken o n a new and 
deeper meaning with the struggle 
fo r independence. 
If it was then 
beco ming syno nymo us 
with “na­ 
tio n.” it might have been viewed 
with suspicio n. T he use o f “United 
States o f America” in the Declara­ 
tio n o f Independence did no t sign­ 
ify what it do es to day. 
In that 
do cument it is twice fo llo wed and 
qualified by “Free and Independent j 
States” and o nce mo re by ‘Inde­ 
pendent States.” 
Natio nalism had 
a slo w gro wth. 
But Washingto n was a natio na­ 
list. first and last. 
His spirit o f 
devo tio n to the co mmo n cause gave ! 
him patience and co urage to face ; 
the quarrels 
and 
jealo usies co n- ; 
stantly arising between the “Free 
and Independent 
States.” 
New 
Yo rk had to be restrained * ro m at- j 
tacking what 
is no w 
Vermo nt. 
Co nnecticut 
and 
Pennsylvania 
wrangled o ver settlements in the 
latter state. 
So me o f the militia 
refused to serve o utside o f their 
o wn districts. 
And so it went. 
These tro ubles 
were naturally 
co mmunicated to the 
co ntinental 
co ngress, 
who se 
members 
were 
chiefly devo ted to the effo rts o f 
their respective states. 
Co ngress 
as a who le was jealo us o f the army j 
and o f Washingto n himself. 
Its 
treatment o f the tro o ps was shab- j 
by because o f the fear o f a stand­ 
ing army in the co untry. 
Striving 
to o verco me this fear, Washingto n 
wro te fro m Valley Fo rge a strik­ 
ing eulo gy o f his ragged and suf- 
fering fo rces. 
His message o pens 
with this mo ving plea: 
‘We sho uld all 
be 
co nsidered, 
co ngress and army, as o ne peo ple, 
embarked in o ne cause, in o ne in­ 
terest 
acting 
o n the same prin­ 
ciple and to the same end.” 
In the latter part o f the same 
year, 1778, Washingto n revealed to 
Benjamin Harriso n, speaker o f the ; 
Virginia 
ho use o f delegates, 
bis 
co nvictio n that “ * 
the states, 
separately, are to o much engage 1 
in their lo cal co ncerns and have : 
to o many o f their ablest men with­ 
drawn fro m 
the 
general co uncil 
fo r the go o d o f the co mmo n weaU” 
Such were the trials to which 
Washingto n’s spirit o f natio nalism 
was subjected 
Judgment o f the co nduct o f co n- j 
gress and the states during this 
struggle must no t be harsh. Their 
leaders 
shared 
the 
no bility and 
sho rtco mings 
o f 
all 
men in all 
times. 
The vario us sectio ns had 
little in co mmo n except their m u­ 
tual desire fo r freedo m. 
Their in­ 
terests, mo tives and mo des o f liv­ 
ing were dissimilar. 
They did no t ; 
even po ssess a co mmo n calendar. : 
Pennsylvania had ado pted the new 
calendar, 
so 
that 
W ashingto n’s j 
birthday was celebrated at V alley, 
Fo rge 
o n February 22. 
In Vir- 
ginia, 
which 
preferred 
the 
o ld 
calendar, it was o bserved o n F e b- 1 
ruary 11 up to his death. 
The leaders o f co ngress, unskill­ 
ed in the science o f go vernment, 
were bewildered and almo st o ver­ 
whelmed by the heavy respo nsibili­ 
ties o f the task they had assum ed.i 
Jo hn Adams was 
mo ved 
to e » j 
claim: 
“Po sterity, yo u will never kno w 
ho w much it co st the present gen­ 
eratio n to preserve yo ur freedo m.” 
But po sterity is gaining a stead­ 
ily increasing appréciai! m o f that 
co st and o f the heavy sli .r. which j 
Washingto n co ntributed to * its pay- ; 
ment. 
His unfailing spirit o f na­ 
tio nalism gave 
im 
unquestio ned 
right to that title applied to him 
a t Lancaster in 1779.

deserves. 
With­ 
o ut an adequate 
supply o f water, 
the human bo dy 
wo uld l)e unable 
to 
perfo rm 
the 
many 
functio ns 
n e c e s s ary fo r 
life. 
Many 
dr i n k 
to o little water. 
But fo rtunately, 
this carelessness 
is o verco me by 
the water fo und 
in mo st fo o ds. 
Did yo u kno w that 
a diet made up o f tlie mo st co mmo n 
fo o ds co ntains much water and sup­ 
plies the bo dy with almo st the nec­ 
essary amo unt? So me fo o ds co ntain 
as much as 00 per cent water. Many 
fruits and 
vegetables carry 
even 
mo re. Many fo o ds yield at least half 
their weight in water. 
Why Water Is Impo rtant 
Why 
is 
water 
so 
impo rtant? 
Tho ugh the actual mechanism is no t 
entirely understo o d, it is believed that 
health, nutritio n, gro wth and devel­ 
o pment o f the cells o f the bo dy are 
fo unded o n chemical reactio ns. These 
reactio ns can o nly be successfully ac­ 
co mplished in the presence o f an 
adequate supply o f water. 
If water 
is lacking, the reactio n is Inco m­ 
plete and the health o f the bo dy suf­ 
fers. 
Since water is co nstantly lo st 
thro ugh the kidneys, bo wels, lungs 
and skin, it is imperative that it be 
co nstantly supplied ir, o rder that the 
no rmal balance be maintained at a!I 
times. 
Nature pro vides a danger signal 
fo r any marked deficiency o f water 
This signalJs thirst; it means that 
the bo dy needs mo re water. 
If the 
signal is no t heeded, damage results 
md eventually it may lead to really 
serio us effects. 
“ D ehydratio n” 
Tho ugh the impo rtance o f water 
In relatio n to health is great, it is o t 
greater co nsideratio n in ill health o t 
disease. 
In additio n to its use in 
acco mplishing 
certain 
reactio ns, 
water aids in regulating the tempera­ 


ture o f the bo dy. 
Fo r this reaso n, it 
is indispensable in o verco ming high 
fever. Then it may be used inter­ 
nally and externally in the fo rm o f 
spo nging baths. 
When the 
bo dy 
is 
deficient tn 
watef co ntent, a co nditio n results 
which is spo ken o f as “dehydratio n”. 
By this is meant that tire tissue's are 
deprived o f the amo unt o f water nec­ 
essary to carry the red blo o d ceils 
and maintain that state o f nutritio n 
essential to the pro per welfare o f the 
bo dy. 


Daily Quo ta o f W ater 
Dehydratio n is a serio us pro blem, 
o ften enco untered 
after pro lo nged 
illness o r serio us o peratio n. The .suf­ 
ferer has an unusual dryness and 
shrinkage o f the skin and decreased 
amo unt o f urinary excretio n. 
The surgeo n o ften reso rts to un­ 
usual metho ds o f giving large quan­ 
tities o f water, so necessary to the 
victim o f dehydratio n. 
This is the 
actual injectio n o f water into thi­ 
ve ins. 
In o ther cases, it may be 
given under the skin o r into Die 
rectum. 
The water is given in such 
manner until the bo dy has its no rmal I 
water balance resto red. 
Drink at ieast six to eight glasses 
o f water a day. 
It may be taken at 
meals, but is preferably taken 
be­ 
tween meals. 
Tho ugh water lias lit­ 
tle fo o d value it is an item o f the 
daily diet that must never be o ver­ 
lo o ked.
